Malaria, This disease wos known 
before Christ, but it was not until 
1880 that Laveran discovered the 
specific parasite in the human 
blood ard in 1894 Manscn, work- 
ing in this Colony, suggested that 
these parasites were carried by 
mosquitoes. Renald Ross follow- 
ed up this idea and after three 
years of close laboratory work hit 
upen the especies of mosquita 
which is the actual carrier of the 
infecticn, and sirce then many 
workers huve fully confirmed the 
trath of Manson’s and Ronald 
Ross’s conclusions. Ina loag 
interview with Sir Ronald Ross, 
published in The Times on Decem- 
ber 29th of last year, he stated 
that the best work done in the 
direction ‘of the prxctical applica- 
tion of these princintes to the pre- 
vention of malaria had been as 
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geon Hall of Washington last year, 
who had used carbon tetrachloride 
for the. treatment cf dogs suffer- 
ing from hookworm.”

In conclusion, Dr. Clark said: ”

tions. Many insects serve a most 
useful parpose in the scheme cf 
life. for without their assistance 
there would be no such thing for 
instance as the cross fertilization 
of flowers, and we should lack 
many of the most delicions fruits 
that at present grace our tables. 
Man seems, moreover, to know in- 
stinctively more or lesa which are 
the harmful insects, for I think 
you will admit that all of us have 
ad st prejudice against these 
T have enumerated as disease 
carriers. A small number of 
species are known to. be destruc- 
tive in other directions thar by the 
conveyance of disease—for in- 
stance the bell wearil of cotton 
which is making the cultivation of 
that commodity increasingly difi- 
calt. Then we have the Argen- 
tine ant which has spread over 
half the world since 1897 and dees 
great damage both to the orange 
and the ceffee crops while in cer- 
tain districts it has destroyed all 
bird life by devouring the nest]. 
ings and is even said to have eaten 
babies.in their cradles. Beetles of 
various kinds are busy destroying 
the oak rovfs of Westmister’Hall, 
St. Paul's Cathedral and many 
other of our most treasured mong- 
ments of the past, while you are 
also well acquainted with’ the 
ravages of white ants in this part 
of the world. If, therefore, you 
will confine your’ attention to 
limiting the number of those in- 
sects which are proved-to be des- 
tructive or to be carriers of 
disease, you will help to make the 
world a happier place in which to 
live, and will earn the gratitude of 
your fellowmen. (A'pplause). 

In thanking Dr. Chark for his 
interesting and instructive ad- 
dres3; the Chairman emphasised 
that'much of the success of pre- 
ventive work depended upon the 
intelligent co-operation of the gen- 
eral public. It was evident that

THE CHIT, SYSTEM. 
From the remarks made at the 
annus! meeting of the Victoria 
Recreation Club it is apparent 
that there arein this Colony men 
who sign chits for drioks and 
then fail to honour their obliga- 
tions. Ho i3 a poor kind of 
“sport” who doesthat. In order 
to prevent this abuse of a de- 
cidedly convenient system, the 
meeting expressed itself in favour 
of the use of books of tickets for 
which cash will have to ba paid, 
and when a member has exhaust- 
ed his book he will be required 
to purchase another before he 
cao secure the refreshment’ he 
desires. That should meet the 
difficulty. but, all the same, itis 
la rather discomforting reflection 
that such a procedure should 
become necessary in one of the 
Colony’s leading sport clubs. 


Cash systems, especially in 
regard to the sale of liquor, have 
agsin end again been advocated 
locally, both in the case of 
clubs and hotels. But the 
general convenience of the. chit 
systert bas generally weighed 
against any proposal for its 
total abolition. The fact is 
that people in Hongkong do not 
asually carry about much ready 
cash with them. Even the 
churches recognise that, for in 
most places of worship in the 
Colony it is possible to sign a 
chit when the. offertory plate 
comes rouad. So far as hotels 
are concernad, strictly speaking 
it is illegat for anyone save re- 
sidents to sign chits for-drinks, 
except when a meal is also or- 
dered, but it is common .know- 
ledge that the prohibitory Or- 
dinance is more of a dead letter 
than otherwise, owing tothe ease 
with which it can be circamvent- 
ed. Experience bas shown that 
no satisfactory means have been 
evolved: to replace the chit 


system, and for. that reason wel, 


should think a very good case 
t}could be made out for the repeal, 
of the Ordinance referred to.

It Has been obseryed that 
some prominent foraign- educated 
Chinese suffer from lack of 
kaowledge of the affairs of their 
own land. «As to tha part which 
Hongkong University—at present 
quite a young body, and one 
which has had to contend witha 
full share of bandicaps—is des- 
tined to fulfil, Sir William has 
warrant, io the good work 
of the University, for his 
confident, albeit modestly- 
expressed, anticipation that the 
gradustes “are destined te play 
an important part ia the future 
in more. parts of China then one.”

COMMERCIAL NEWS. = 
AUSTRALIAN TRADE WITH 
GERMANY. — . 

The first direct indication of -: 
the re-opening of trade with Ger. . 
many, which is fixed for Angust, 
jis the appointment of Austratian 
‘agents by a Corman cargo line. 
; The company asks that, as far as 
may de practicable, returned 
soldiers be employed on work 
connected with its service. The - 
Conference of Associated Cham- 
bers of Commerce at Hobart has 
been discussing a suggestion from 
Brisbane that trade should not 
start until Janvary 2, 1923, to 
‘enable merchants to clear their 
stocks. e Prime Minister 
thinks that Ansust will be. 
‘late enough. The policy of 
tthe Government has . been 
thostile to restoring trade re- 
, lations, but as other nations have 
resumed these. Australia must, 
ho says, face tha facts, Tho anti- 
dumping laws, combined with the 
supervision exercisable by the 
Tariff Board, should be guarantees 
against imports to the detriment 
of Australian industry. These 
safeguatds would act to a great 
extent as a prohibition. Ger- 
rosoy had already purchased from 
£3,000,000 to £4,000,000 worth of 
coarse wools. There was no 
boyer of wools of that type com- 
parable to Germany. snd obvions- 
ly Germany would be unable to 
pay unless Australia opened its 
marketsin return. It will still 
be open to Parliament, which 
should meatin Jane, to reverse 
the Government's action. 

TIN RESTRICTION SCHEME. 

At the close of a leading article ” 
the Malay Marl sass: There is 
always failure to count as « 
contingency—the failere of the 
scheme to raise the price of tin. 
It has not'been sbirked or over- 
looked by those responsible for the 
pamphlet since tbey submit that 
in this event “the ‘Government 
would retain their stocks and by 
the reduction of ten years” sup- 
plies by 15,000 tons would at all 
;events be in @ sounder position 
than they can anticipate being 
under noymal ontput conditions.” 
This-is insafficiently demonstrat- 
ed. Other paragraphs in the 
pamphlet ate unconvincing. On 
the whole, we do not think the 
scheme is as sensational es its 
heading would appear to imply. 
Bat, in spise of the surplus in tin 
beicg here and therefore controlt- 
able. the scheme seems too de- 
pendent upon universal trade re- 
vival, which, as previously stated, 
roxy pat Bolivia on firmer ground, 
and. restart tin operation in Cen- 
tral Europe, which might render 
the position worse than before.

Tokyo's. Explanation of 
Dairen Breakdown. 


‘The Japanese. Foreiga Office 
gave out a statement on the 20th. 
ult. in regard to the Dairen Con- 
forence to the following effect :. 

Since Juty, 1920, the Chita 
Government has repeatedly 
declared its desire to arrive at 
an understanding witu the Japan- 
ese Government so that trade 
might he opened between the two 
countries. The Chita ‘authorities 

‘ unofficislly announced that (1) 
no Communistic principles would 
be enforced against the Japanese 
in the Far EasternRepublic; (2) 
Bolshevik propaganda would be 
probibited; (3) the. militaristic. 
etablishments under the old 
regime would ba abolished, and 
{4) the open-door principle would 
be observed respecting foreigners 
in Siberia and all: existing in- 
dustrial obstacles against them 
would be removed. 

At the Dairen’ Conference 
Japen acted throughout with the 
object of accommodating the 
Russians as much as possible so 
than an agreement might be con- 
cluded forthe withrawal of the 
Japanese troops as quickly as 
possible. Japanese concurred in 
the desire of the Russians to 
concinde a military agreement 
simultaneously with a general 

. basic agreamont.

With regard to the transfer of 
articles in custody by the Japan- 
ese, Japan expressed her willing- 
ness to accommodate the wishes 
of the Russians as far as possible. 


In regard to the troops anw 
stationed at Vindivostok Japan 
informed the Russians that if an 
agreement were signed they 
would be withdrawn without de- 
spatching relief troops in April. 
With this object in view Japan 
expressed herdesire to the con- 
clusion of an azreement by the 
middle ‘of April at the latest. 


Thereupon, the Russians de- 
sired the entrance of Chita troops 
into Viadivestok at onca and 
demand that Japan clearly in- 
dicate the date of the withdrawal 
of her troops. Such a demand 
was irrelevant in view of Japan’s 
declaration thet the evacuation 
would be carried out immediately 
on the signing of the agreement. 
However, Japan informed the 
Rossians that the evacuation 
would be effected within a short 
period after the conclusion of the 
agreement, mentioning the exact 
period. Again Japan added that 
she desired the consummation of 
the agreemont as spsedily as 
pousible. 

Despite ‘these facts, which 
clearly show Jaran’s conciliatory 
attitude, the Chita delegates 
brought-forward yerious demands 
in succession, resulting in the 
protraction of the Conference 
and entirely ignored Japan's 
concessions and sincerity.
